the authority of the Seniors, 
and with the beginning of a 
new year, the campus came 
alive. The freedom of sum- 


mer was gone. The respon- 
sibility of learning was upon 
us. Like the flow of a river, 
the walk from class to class 
to lunch and back became 
regular routine. Friends 
chose their corners to stand 
in and things fell into place. 
Clubs were organized. Proj- 
ects were planned. Work 
was a full-time job. 
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Football season came in 
with a good report on the 
team and then a loss. Peo- 
ple just nodded their heads. 
Then there was rain, but 
the people still came. And 
then, before you knew it, 
we had beaten §arch-rival 
Morehead. Victory was 
sweet. The almighty Falcon 
spirit was moved. 

The photographer came 
and took individual pic- 
tures. 

The National Honor 
Society inducted ' twelve 
Junior members, one of the 
highest numbers ever. 
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Congressman L. _ Rich- 
ardson Preyer talked to our 
Social Studies classes. 

Then, all the calmness 
exploded; class rings had 
arrived. The symbol _ of 
twelve years of work was 
finally a reality. For about a 
week, Seniors couldn't re- 
sist testing the solidity and 
hold-up power of their 
rings, especially on Sopho- 
mores. They marched to 
assembly. It was _ official. 
Their day, their year, their 
time had _ finally come. 
Many began the task of 
selecting a college which 
was suited to them and 
their needs. It was more 
difficult than it sounded. 
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Basketball season _trig- 
gered the Falcon spirit once 
again and rightly so, after 
1969's runner-up state 


championship team. The re- 
cord was eleven consecutive 
wins before the first loss. 
The team was going far and 
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the whole school was going 
to follow. The Falcon soared 
to victory after victory and 


the defeated went- away 
awed. 
The Drama _ Class _pre- 


sented an enjoyable Christ- 
mas play in assembly. 
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Then came the _ exams. 
The semester was _ over. 
Grades were averaged and 
suddenly, half of the year 
was gone. Students and 
teachers were beginning to 
relax a little. The wrestling 
team was doing pretty good. 
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The new semester opened 
on a cold morning. Mouths 
dropped open as all atten- 
tion focused on the girls. 
They had worn slacks to 
school. Meetings were held 
and the girls were called to 
the conference room. Both 
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criticism and congratulation 
was expressed. It was finally 
ruled that between Decem- 
ber and March, slacks would 
be allowed.

Just before his 
death, he wrote his own epitaph: Here lies one 
whose name was writ in water. Like Keats, Steve 
Moore lived a very short life, yet he accomplished so 
much in that short span of years that it can be truly 
said that his life was an important aspect of the lives 
of everyone who knew him. He was a devoted sports- 
man, a member of several clubs, and an all-around 
fine student. But more than that, he was a great 
personality, always smiling, whose death was 
mourned by everyone who knew him. Words are too 
restrictive to describe the influence this one life has 
had on community, school, family and friends. Let it 
suffice to say that Steve’s presence will always live in 
the lives of those of whom he was so intimate a part. 

Because most men’s names are “writ in water”, 
the Annual Staff wishes to leave this memorial as a 
tangible monument to our friend, Steve Moore, that 
his name and the honor we hope we have given it 
shall live so long as the FALCON 1970 survives.
